Peonies  lend  themselves  well  to  mass  planting,  and  may  be  set  in  conspicuous 
places,  where,  because  of  their  rich,  dark  green  foliage,  they  are  attractive  throughout 
the  summer.  For  this  reason  they  are  especially  useful  when  used  in  bordering  drives 
or  in  large  plantings.  Whether  in  ravine  or  on  highland,  in  garden  clumps,  among 
low  shrubs  or  in  front  of  tall  ones,  for  foundation,  or  on  the  hillside,  they  are  ever 
suitable  and  beautiful. 

A peony  walk  is  most  delightful,  where  a collection  of  one  to  three  each  of  a 
variety  may  be  planted,  affording  an  opportunity  for  the  study  and  comparison  of 
different  sorts  and  where  new  ones  may  be  brought  at  any  time.  A place  where  the 
most  expensive  ones  may  be  added  as  the  purse  or  inclination  allows. 

The  love  and  enjoyment  of  flowers,  and  especially  peonies,  is  universal,  for  in 
all  of  the  floral  kingdom  not  another  flower  possesses  such  a variety  of  color,  form  and 
fragrance,  or  gives  so  freely  of  its  beauty  for  the  little  care  it  requires.  No  other 
flowering  plant  is  so  long  lived,  no  other  so  absolutely  hardy,  so  easy  to  grow,  so 
dependable  for  bloom  year  after  year,  so  free  from  disease  and  insect  pests.  There  is 
an  almost  unbelievable  difference  between  the  best  peonies  of  fifty  years  ago  and  the 
finest  productions  of  today.  The  great  development  within  the  past  quarter  century 
has  resulted  in  bringing  hundreds  of  varieties  into  existence.  Out  of  these  we  are  listing 
the  very  best  of  the  choicest  and  finest  in  the  world  today. 

To  select  varieties  that  will  give  the  greatest  satisfaction  and  enjoyment  is  a 
most  difficult  and  perplexing  problem  for  the  average  planter,  as  the  most  expensive 
are  not  necessarily  the  best.  The  list  we  offer  is*  sufficiently  long  to  embrace  the  various 
colors,  forms  and  seasons  of  the  peony,  and  our  aim  has  been  to  sift  out  the  inferior 
sorts  or  those  too  much  alike.  You  can  feel  free  to  choose  the  color  you  like  best,  within 
the  price  you  wish  to  pay,  and  rest  assured  you  will  get  first  class  and  desirable  peonies. 
If  you  live  in  Southern  sections,  do  not  select  very  late  blooming  varieties,  as  they  will 
not  develop  and  bloom  perfectly  before  the  extreme  hot  and  dry  weather  arrives. 

In  addition  to  offering  the  latest  and  best  productions  of  Dessert,  Lemoine, 
Kelway,  and  other  noteworthy  foreign  hybridizers,  as  well  as  those  of  American  growers, 
we  take  pleasure  in  calling  your  special  attention  to  several  valuable  varieties  originated 
by  our  own  grower,  Mr.  A.  Nieuwenhuyzen,  on  page  four.  Each  has  distinctive 
characteristics  differing  greatly  from  other  sorts  produced  up  to  this  time,  and  from  the 
hundreds  of  seedlings  we  have  tested  for  over  a period  of  twenty  years  we  have  placed 
only  four  on  the  market  as  yet. 
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If  not  a peony  enthusiast  already,  join  the  American  Peony  Society  now  and 
become  one.  In  addition  to  the  valuable  information  you  will  get,  which  will  be  of 
real  assistance  to  you  in  your  gardening,  you  will  be  fully  informed  on  peonies  in  general, 
obtaining  all  bulletins  issued  by  the  Society.  (Write  to  Dr.  W,  E.  Upjohn,  Treasurer, 
Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  for  particulars.)  The  Society  has  been  and  is  devoting  special 
efforts  to  the  eradication  of  inferior  kinds,  urging  all  commercial  growers  and  dissemina- 
tors to  discard  any  that  are  rated  low.  This  will  assure  the  amateur  gardener  that  he 
will  receive  from  all  reliable  growers  only  those  kinds  that  have  real  merit. 

The  figures  preceding  the  name  of  varieties  denote  the  rating  given  by  the 
American  Peony  Society  in  1921.  The  valuation  was  on  a scale  of  ten,  which  represented 
perfection.  Where  no  rating  is  shown,  the  variety  is  too  new  or  too  scarce  to  have  had 
sufficient  votes  to  judge  from.  You  will  note  we  list  very  few  under  7.0,  as  in  our 
opinion  varieties  rating  less  are  not  to  be  considered  when  there  are  so  many  fine  ones 
that  rate  higher.  Those  which  have  a low  rating  have  been  retained  on  account  of 
possessing  some  valuable  characteristics  not  found  in  other  kinds. 


CLASSIFICATION 


In  order  to  standardize  the  different  types  in  describing  peonies,  the  Society  has 
divided  the  blooms  into  eight  classes,  which  we  give  below: 

Single.  These  have  a single  row  of  broad  guard  petals  with  the  center  filled  with  a mass 
of  pollen-bearing  stamens. 

Japanese.  In  these,  the  doubling  has  just  begun.  They  have  wide  guard  petals,  same 
as  the  singles,  but  the  stamens  and  anthers  are  greatly  enlarged  into  thick  but 
narrow  petaloids. 

Anemone.  The  next  stage  in  development,  all  the  stamens  being  transformed  into  short, 
narrow  petals  which  form  a round  cushion  in  the  center  of  the  flower. 
Semi-double.  These  have  several  rows  of  wide  petals  and  a center  of  partially  trans- 
formed petals,  with  staments  intermixed.  The  guard  petals  may  or  may  not  be 
distinct  from  the  petaloids. 

Crown.  These  have  wide  petals  in  the  center  of  the  flower,  which  form  a high  crown, 
around  which  narrow  short  petals  form  a ring  or  collar.  Very  often  the  crown 
and  guard  petals  are  a different  color  or  shade  from  the  collar. 

Bomb.  This  type  has  center  petals  nearly  uniform  in  width,  distinct  from  the  guard 
petals  and  forming  a globe-shaped  center  without  collar  or  crown. 

Semi-rose.  All  petals  are  uniformly  wide,  interspersed  with  a few  pollen-bearing 
stamens. 

Rose.  In  this  type  the  doubling  process  is  completed,  forming  a perfect  full  rose  shape 
without  stamens. 

QUALITY  AND  SIZE  OF  PLANTS 

You  will  agree  with  us  that  roots  which  produce  the  best  results  are  the  best 
quality  and  size  to  purchase.  From  our  own  experience,  we  know  that  the  thriftiest 
and  h ealthiest  plants  are  those  grown  from  two  to  five  eye  divisions  or  one-year-old 
roots,  and  our  prices  are  quoted  on  this  basis.  If  planted  in  the  Fall,  our  plants  will 
produce  good  bloom  the  following  June  and  meet  your  fondest  hopes  thereafter.  In 
comparing  prices  among  several  firms,  be  sure  the  quotations  are  all  based  upon  the 
same  quality,  as  many  growers  advocate  and  encourage  the  planting  of  small,  one-eye 
divisions,  consequently  they  can  quote  lower  prices,  and  buyers  should  keep  in  mind 
that  what  they  save  in  money  they  must  make  up  in  time.  It  is  a decided  shock  to  the 
plant  when  the  divisions  are  cut  so  small,  and  it  takes  patience  and  much  time  for 
them  to  recover. 

Remember  that  when  you  plant  a garden  of  peonies,  you  are  planting  a garden 
that  will  prove  permanent,  giving  you  increasing  beauty,  value  and  joy  each  succeeding 
year.  Select  the  very  best  you  can  afford  and  make  as  generous  a planting  as  your 
space  will  permit. 

TIME  TO  PLANT 


Peonies  may  be  planted  successfully  any  time  from  the  middle  of  August  till 
the  ground  freezes  in  the  Fall,  and  in  the  early  Spring  until  the  season  is  too  far  advanced. 
September  and  October  is  the  best  time,  as  they  make  root  growth  when  the  Fall  rains 
come,  which  enables  them  to  bloom  the  following  Spring. 

Our  Fall  shipping  season  begins  Seotember  1st,  and  continues  until  the  ground 
freezes.  Spring  shipments  begin  about  March  25th,  and  continue  until  growth  has 
advanced  too  far  for  digging. 

PLANTING 


The  herbaceous  peony  is  of  such  simple  culture  and  so  easy  to  grow  that  but 
little  instruction  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  produce  the  finest  blooms. 
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It  sometimes  happens  roots  are  de- 
layed while  in  transit,  so  that  they  have 
a shriveled  appearance  when  they 
reach  destination;  this  will  not  injure 
them,  but  it  is  best  to  immerse  them 
in  water  for  several  hours,  which  will 
help  them  greatly. 

Whether  your  soil  is  heavy  or  light, 

it  must  have  good  drainage that  is, 

water  must  not  stand  so  as  to  keep  the 

soil  wet wetness  and  fresh  manure  are 

poison  to  peony  roots. 

The  best  way  is  to  excavate  the  pro- 
posed planting  space  to  a depth  of  two 
to  two  and  one-half  feet  deep,  and  fill 
in  with  good  loam  or  garden  soil,  which 
has  been  well  worked  and  broken  and 
mixed  with  three  inches  of  well-rotted 
manure. 

In  preparing  beds,  do  not  put  the 
manure  in  layers  and  let  it  remain.  It 
should  be  thoroughly  incorporated  with 
the  soil,  not  merely  lightly  mixed. 

However,  if  you  are  fortunate  in 
having  a good  garden  soil,  very  little 
special  preparation  is  necessary,  as 
there  is  such  a thing  as  getting  the 
ground  too  rich  for  the  peony.  Prob- 
ably the  very  best  soil  is  one  that  is 
neither  too  heavy  with  clay  nor  too 
light  with  sand,  but  such  as  would 
make  a good  vegetable  garden.  Peon- 
ies do  not  do  well  when  planted  where 
peonies  have  grown  before,  and  they 
greatly  resent  direct  contact  with  fresh 
manure,  which  will  start  the  roots  to 
decay. 


DEPTH  AND  DISTANCE  TO  PLANT 

The  root  should  be  set  so  that  the  top  or  upper  eyes  will  be  about  two,  and  not 
more  than  three  inches,  below  the  level  of  the  soil.  Do  not  set  the  roots  flat,  but  stand 
them  up  if  not  too  long.  Set  them  about  two  and  one-half  to  three  and  one-half  feet 
apart,  according  to  the  room  at  your  disposal. 

WATERING 

No  water  need  be  applied  when  planting  is  done  in  the  Fall.  In  the  Spring,  after 
growth  is  well  advanced  and  the  season  is  dry,  frequent  and  copious  waterings  will  assist 
in  making  strong  growth  and  large  blooms.  From  the  time  buds  begin  to  show  color, 
care  should  be  exercised  to  keep  them  and  the  open  flowers  as  dry  as  possible,  applying 
the  water  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  ground.  Give  them  good  cultivation,  keeping 
ground  clear  of  sod  and  weeds. 

CUTTING  BLOOMS 

When  cutting  flowers,  always  leave  one  or  two  bottom  leaves.  It  is  best  not  to  cut 
all  of  the  flowers,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  sufficient  foliage  be  left  on  the  plant 
all  summer  to  develop  the  eyes  under  ground  for  next  season’s  growth.  Peonies  should 
be  cut  when  the  bud  is  about  half  open  or  is  showing  co  lor,  and  allow  them  to  open  in 
the  dark  or  in  a cool,  shady  place  at  least.  When  wanted  for  decorations,  cut  off  the 
bottom  so  as  to  have  a fresh  cut,  and  plunge  immediately  into  cool  water.  Repeat  every 
day  or  so  with  a change  of  water. 

The  plants  will  make  no  further  growth  after  the  blooming  season  is  over.  Keep 
the  ground  about  them  stirred  and  free  from  weeds.  Seed  pods  and  wilted  flowers  may 
be  cut  off,  but  do  not,  under  any  circumstances,  remove  foliage  until  October. 

WINTERING 

So  far  as  protection  from  cold  is  concerned,  the  peony  does  not  require  it.  The 
first  winter  after  planting,  the  roots  being  loose  in  the  ground,  will  need  a light  protection 
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of  strawy  manure  or  other  porous  material  to  prevent  the  frost  "heaving  them  out.” 
After  this,  if  the  ground  is  fertile  and  moist,  further  mulching  is  not  necessary  until 
the  soil  needs  fertilizing  all  over  again.  A heavy  mulching  will  often  be  followed  by 
blind  growths  or  buds,  which  fail  to  develop. 

DISEASES  AND  INSECTS 

The  peony  is  practically  immune  from  general  diseases.  If  you  get  good, 
healthy  plants  to  start  with  and  prepare  your  soil  as  it  should  be,  you  need  have  no 
doubt  of  entire  success. 

During  a very  wet  season  some  foliage,  buds,  and  even  stems  will  rot,  but  unless 
the  whole  plant  is  affected  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm.  Growths  so  affected  should  be 
closely  removed  at  once  and  destroyed.  Ants,  which  are  frequently  seen  on  the  buds, 
come  to  gather  a sweet,  gum-like  substance  which  the  bud  exudes  while  developing. 
They  do  no  harm,  however,  and  will  disappear  when  the  flowers  open. 

WHY  SOME  PEONIES  DO  NOT  BLOOM 

There  may  be  several  reasons.  Too  deep  planting  or  too  heavy  mulching  fre- 
quently causes  blind  growths  with  no  blooms.  Sometimes  very  severe  late  frosts,  after 
the  growth  is  well  advanced,  will  destroy  the  coming  blooms. 

Lack  of  moisture  or  fertility  will  also  affect  the  blooming  qualities.  Peonies 
require  much  moisture  during  the  few  weeks  preceding  blooming  time afterward  mod- 

erate moisture  will  suffice. 

Words  fail  to  describe  the  enthusiasm  and  pleasure  to  be  derived  from  the  posses- 
sion of  and  association  with  such  rarely  beautiful  flowers  as  peonies,  and  with  only  a 
little  effort  you  can  take  a piece  of  unsightly,  barren  yard  or  garden  and  convert  it  into 
a scene  of  beauty  that  will  prove  a joy  forever. 

SEEDLINGS  PRODUCED  BY  OUR  OWN  GROWER 


To  produce  outstanding  kinds  which  are  improvements  over  the  wonderful  good 
sorts  now  on  the  market  is  quite  an  achievement,  but  we  feel  we  are  justified  in  being 
very  proud  of  the  distinct  and  improved  productions  listed  below.  We  tested  them  thor- 
oughly for  years  in  order  to  convince  ourselves  that  they  did  possess  special  merit  and 
were  first-class  in  every  way. 

Out  of  the  hundreds  of  seedlings  we  have  watched  blooming  in  our  testing  grounds 
for  ten  years  or  more,  only  four  have  reached  the  high  standard  of  perfection  which 
we  have  set  as  our  ideal  of  really  good  peonies. 

They  have  not  been  on  the  market  long  enough  to  be  widely  disseminated  so 
that  when  the  rating  was  made  by  the  American  Peony  Society  very  few  collectors  had 
them  in  their  gardens. 


DR.  H.  VAN  DER  TAK  (1916) — This  variety 
shows  up  better  each  season  and  under  the 
very  unfavorable  blooming  conditions  this 
year,  it  was  remarkably  beautiful.  Early  mid- 
season. Semi-rose  type.  Wine  red  some- 
times showing  a few  stamens  with  a pro- 
nounced shade  of  crimson  toward  the  center, 
while  the  edges  of  the  petals  are  shaded 
somewhat  lighter.  A very  vigorous  grower, 
with  stiff  erect  stems.  Opens  freely  and  for 
a red  is  a profuse  bloomer.  Each  $5.00 

LA  HOLLANDE  (1918) — Late;  rose  type.  A 
uniform  color  of  deep  blush  pink  without 
tinting  or  shading.  Tall  erect  grower  with 
marvelous  stems  and  deep  green  foliage, 
which  is  quite  large.  The  flower  is  very 
double  and  is  composed  of  excellent  lasting 
substance  so  that  it  retains  its  form  and 
color  for  days  in  the  field  in  addition  to 
being  a remarkable  keeper  if  cut  in  bud 
state  and  opened  indoors.  Blooms  are  of 
unusual  formation,  as  they  seem  to  be  made 
up  of  several  individual  small  rosettes  re- 
sembling a double  Hollyhock  and  all 
held  together  in  the  center  by  a large 
rosette  and  surrounded  with  shell-shaped 
guard  petals.  Very  prolific  bloomer,  a three 
year  ofd  plant  having  ten  to  twenty  massive 
flowers.  There  is  no  other  variety  similar 
in  any  way  and  everyone  should  have  it  in 
their  collection.

Late  midseason.  Large,  beautiful  flowers  of

While  classed  as  a semi-rose 
type,  the  flower  is  quite  full  presenting  a 
very  charming  appearance.  Color  is  deep 
tyrian  rose,  almost  carmine  of  a bright  even 
uniform  color  with  delicate  reflex.
